WOLF - I've been with the band for about six years and that s when It all starte- 

About '78 or '79. 

0 - Is it hard for a German band to break worldwide. 

WOLE- Definitely. It took us about four years to reach the stage where we cou. 
7ay”"we are professionals", where we could live from whit we were doing. 

Q- After the "Breaker" album? _ ... 

•WOLF- Yes, with the "Breaker" album. I would aay around there. It was 81 or 
something like that. We started as a very small, local band. We were all 
young and made our first experiences all together.

0- Your style of music has changed a lot since the first album. Did this jus. 
happen or did you want to change your musical direction.

2- What do you think of bands like MERCYFUL FATE or METALLICA? 

WOLF- Oh, I hate bands like that, to be honest, because I don't think they 

are making compositions of music. They are doing heavy metal and they call 

themselves heavy metal but I don't like that stuff. I don't like their 

outfit, their image or their music. 

What do you think of MTV? ( 

WOLF- That's a good thing, what you've got here in America. We haven't 

got that in Europe at all. But sometimes I think that is too important for 

bands. It's not right that the success of an album or a band hangs just on 

a video. If there wouldn't be any MTV, bands like QUIET RIOT would have 

it much harder. 

Q- Have you done any videos for the new album? 

WOLF - Yes. We've done one with "Balls To The Wall" in England. 

2* Do you plan to do any more? 

WOLF- Yes, maybe with "London Leatherboys" but we are not sure. We would 
like to do it but it's always a thing of financial problems and things like 
that. It's very expensive to do. 

2* What do you chink of the underground metal system with the tape trading 
and things like that? 

VOLF - It's great. I like that. Even the small magazines. I think it's a 
treat system, what all these people are doing. 

2* Heavy metal seems to be really popular right now, do you think it l s going 
to oass or do you think it will continue to be so strong? 

VOLF - That's really hard to say. I hope it will continue until something 
new comes up 

0- How soon do you expect to record the next album? 

WOLF - Definitely in the middle of the year, July or August. But we have to 
finish the tour first, at least until June or July. 

2- Do you think you might be headlining the next time you come back? 

WOLF - Definitely*, in some cities of course. But it's hard for me to say now 
vnere we are going back. For sure we are going back to Texas.

*JOLF - Things like that you can't do at all. 

2- Tonight, part of the tine you didn't use one but your flying V's have be¬ 
come almost a trademark, how did you come to use them? 

■JOLT - I think it was "Breaker", '8C or '81 we started using them because 
they look nice, they sound good and we like to play on them. I love the guitar 
We came up with the idea because we thought of inventing something ususual. 

Twin solos on the same guitar. That's quite nice looking and I thing they 
work out well. 

2- When you headline, will you play any old songs, like off '^Breaker" or 
the 1st LP? 

WOLF- Not the first one, maybe off the second and a few of the "Breaker? album 



2- Do you have any plans for a live album or a full length concert video? 
WOLF -Yes. we would like to do it but maybe it's a bit too early. We've done 
quite a few live tapes but we'll first do another studio album and maybe 
the seventh will be a.live album. 

Q- You've produced the last two albums yourselves, has this helped the sound 
or overall feeling of the records? 

WOLF - Yes. It helped us alot in that we could work in the way we like to 
work. We always had producers for the first three albums which haven't been 
too good for us. Vfd always felt we would do it better on our wwn, so we did. 

2- Some bands record almost live, do you work with a more deliberate style? 
WOLF- The last one we did a bit different. In former times we all played nearl 
together. We even played the solos live, with everyone together. We would 
set up the equipment in different rooms but stand in the same roem when we 
were recording. Eut. this time with a few tracks we did it the other way 
around so first the bass and drums started and then the guitars. I think It 
was interestinc but I'm not sure ho* we’re goin$ to do it ne*t tlm«. 
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Q- Whet was tha story behind the censored version of 'Son Of A Bitch' 

;OLF - That's a simple story, they told us we wouldn't get airplay in England 
with a sonecallea 'Son Of A Bitch'. It didn't work at all. We made different 
lyrics, what is called "Son Of A BitchV was "Born To Be Whipped", which means 
the same. Instead of "Kiss my ass", we said "kiss my arm" and things like that 
tt didn't work at all because everybody likes to hear the original version mere 
q- The lyrics were directed at the record companies for what they had done to you 
weren't they? 

WOLF- Yes. The song was about the people who fooled us around in the first 3 
years. 

2- There were rumors that Udo was leaving the band. What was the situation 
at the time? He's back for good now, isn't he? 

WOLF - Yes, you've seen that tonight, of course he's back. There was a funny 
rumor which started when he produced an album with RAVEN one year ago but 
there was nothing behind it. It was just because he made an album with the* 
and sung on one traak with them ("Bom To Be Wild") . Everybody can do what he 
wants with his free time and he did the producing with them. But we don't 
care about that, he's still a member of the band. 

Q- Which bands have influenced you? 

WOLF- In the beginning I would sayr. for Instance, DEEP PURPLE or things like 
that. Maybe the early SCORPIONS albums. Ritchie Blackmore and bands like that 
Q- Whose idea was the intro to "Fast As A Shark" from "Restless and Wild"? 

WOLF- I'm not sure, I think we discussed it when we were In a bar. I think 
ITwas my idea originally, we wanted to make a Joke. It should be a real contras 
to the following heavy metal song. 

2- Was it sung by anybody in the band? 

WOLF - No, it was just taken from a record that already existed. It's just a 
German folk song. 

g- How is your working relationship with SAXON? 

WOLF- Medium, I would say, not too good. We are not too happv to go with 
them on tour. I mean they are fine guys and they are doing their thing but 
I think their problem is they are not big enough. We've been with KISS at 
first and they didn't do soundchecks, they didn't care about all that, they 
know what they are doing. They let us do our thing. Sometimes we've gotten 
from SAXON the impression that they want to disturb us a little but we don't 
care about that. 


There you have it, Mike's interview with Wolf Hoffman. I'm looking 
forward to the next ACCEPT album, I hope it's back to the skull-crushing, 
gut wrenching, explosive metal mold as their "Restleas and Wild" and "Breaker" 
albums but since they are on CBS Records, I doubt it will be that way

As the lights dlnsned, the crowd started to become restless and the chanting 
for DEUCE started.

Their next vinyl release probably won't be until late winter or 
early spring of 1985. I recently had the chance to interview SAVATAGE.

Q- When was SAVATAGE formed and wno formed the band? 

[ JON - In November of 1977, Criss and I formed AVATAR. Basically, the idea
